MOSCOW (UPI). — Leonid Brezh- 
nev returned to the Kremlin yes- 
terday from a week of personal 
diplomacy: through the Soviet 
Union’s ‘Balkan backyard. 

Tass said Premier Alexei Kosy- 
gin and President Nikolai Pod- 
gorny turned out at Vnukovo Air- 
port to greet Brezhnev, the Com- 
munist Farty General Secretary. 

Brezhnev had flown from Sofia, 
where Bulgarian party leader Todor 
Zhivkov organized an enthusiastic 
public reception for him, complete 
with flag-waving workers, news. 
paper stories and television broad- 
casts. The ‘Bulgarian treatment was 
in contrast with Brezhnev's visit to 
Hungary, where he arrived and left 
with almost no fanfare. 

The stops in Sofia and ‘Budapest 
were incidental to Brezhnev’s trip to 
Yugoslavia, his first trip outside the 
Soviet bloc since he came topower 
in 1964. In Belgrade, he held talks 
with President Tito that resulted in 
Soviet endorsement of Yugoslevia's 
right to independent development. 
He also wrested from Tito conces- 
siods on future economic and poli- 
tical cooperation. 

Public statements in both capl- 
tals ghunned mention οὗ China, but 
diplomats considered the trip as a 
part of the Soviet Union's counter- 
action against Chinese diplomatic 
gains in the Balkans and other- 
areas. 

Brezhnev’s Baikan tour was the 
first step in. a Soviet diplomatic 
offensive that will include official 
visits to 10 different countries by 
troika members. Before the end of 
the year, one of the three top lea- 
Gers will have paid visits to France, 
North Vietnam, India, Algeria, 
Canada, France, Denmark, Norway, 
Morocco and Burma.

Pakistan seeking $50m. 
credit from Saudi Arabia 


LAHORE. — Pakistan is negotiat- 
ing for a $50m. credit from the 
Saudi Arabian government. The 
negotiations for the loan are expec- 
ted to be concluded by the end of 
this month. 

The deputy chairman of the plan- 
ning cominission, Mehbub ur-Rashid, 
flew recently to Saudi Arabia to 
discuss the loan.

KGB DEFECTOR GUARDED 
Soviet spies still in Britain 


LONDON. — Ninety accused Soviet 
sples ordered to get out of Britain 
remained under cover yesterday and 
British authorities guarded the Rus- 
sian KGB agent they said exposed 
the giant espionage ring. 

One report was that the defec- 
tor — described as about 40 — was 
hiding out in the English country- 
side with his English " girifriend 
who persuaded him to defect. 

The British Foreign Office last 
Fridey ordered the expulsion of the 
90 Soviet officials within two weeks 
and banned another 15 now abroad 
from returning to London. None of 
the 105 were identified and there 
was no confirmation that any had 
yet left the country, 

A Soviet Dyushin IL-62 jetliner 
took off from London to Moscow 
yesterday morning, but only two 
passengers boarded the 140-seat 
plane here with tickets for the 
Russian capital. Iwo more were 
bound for Tokyo and the other 43 
passengers had flown in from New 
York on the Aeroflot flight. 

Aeroflot — named by the For- 
eign Office as part of the espionage 
ving —. announced earlier that all 
140 places thad been reserved, indi- 
cating the Russian exodus might be- 
fin yesterday, but the plane left 
with 8&8 empty seats.

ATT is deadlocked in its delibe- 

rations over the Common 
Market's commercial agreements 
with Israel, Morocco, Tunisia and 
Spain. The opposition to the agree- 
ments is led by the Americans, who 
alleged that the treaties are pre- 
ferential, and therefore discrimina- 
tory. The dispute Is holding up 
the approval which is required 
from the “club” of commercial na- 
tions which lays down what is and 
what is not fair trading. 

A working party appointed by 
Gatt on the EEC’s pact with Is- 
rael sat in July, and again on 
Tuesday, September 14, Arguing 
within the terms of Article 24 of 
Gatt tthe General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade), Israel main- 
tains that its document, which 
‘enacts substantial duty cuts, is 
‘acceptable as a step towards free 
‘trade. A representative of the Six 
stated specifically (according to the 
‘minutes of the Working Group) 
‘that it is “an interim agreement 
Jeading to the formation of a free- 
trade area.” 

The Americans apply two tests: 
‘whether there is adequate “cover- 
-age,” that is, whether the agree- 
‘ment covers a majority of existing 
-tariffs. As it affects 70 per cent 
‘of Israel's imports (and over 85 per 
‘cent of EEC imports from Israel), 
‘the answer is positive. The second 
‘test concerns the “plan and sche- 
idule” -—— whether there is a specific 
‘plan, with deadlines, to achieve 
‘complete tariff union within a rea- 
‘sonable period of time. This does 
‘mot exist, say the Americans; and 
they are supported in their view by 
another big’ trading nation, Japan. 

Israel's treaty is in: fact for 
five years, and 18 months before its 
-expiry, negotiations will (the Hin- 
_glish translation says “may”) be

obstacles to substantially all trade.”

‘There are precedents for ap- 
proval given to inter-governmental 
agreements that comply less success- 
fully with Article 24 than the Is- 
raeli treaty, Ministry officials say. 
Common Market spokesmen point 
out that more than two-thirds of 
the Gatt member-States are a party 
to free-trade agreements, and half 
the remaining one-third participate 
in preferential pacts recognised by 
Gatt; so “the countries confined to 
their own customs territory re- 
present a minority in the develop- 
ment of the world trade system.”

The applicant received a judg- 

ment in his favour (in C.A. 34/70) 

“and was awarded his costs plus 
- 12,000 advocate’s fees. 

Among the costs which the ap- 
plicant sought to collect from the 
respondent was the sum of 1.68 
which he had paid to the court for 
& photostatic copy of the record 
made by the judge in the court of 
first instance. The Registrar re- 
fused to approve this sum as the 
respondent objected to it on the 
grounds that the advocate’s fees 
awarded to the applicant covered 
all the expenses incurred in pre- 
paring the case, including the cost 
of obtaining a copy of the record 

The applicant thereupon applied 
to the Supreme Court to review 
the assessment of costs, by virtue 
of rule 482 of the Civil Procedure 
Rules, 1963. 


Mr. A. Spaer appeared for the 
applicant and Mrs. P. Albeck, As- 
sistant State Attorney, for the re- 
spondent. 

Decision 

The Deputy President, Justice 
Sussman, who heard the applica- 
tion, noted that if the task of copy- 
ing the record had been imposed by 
the applicant's counsel on a mem- 
ber of his staff, then he would not 
have been entitled to collect the 
cost of this transcript, for the 
simple reason that he had not spent 
any specific sum on it (see In re 
Norman, 1886, 54 LT. 143). How- 
ever, he continued, the applicant 
had paid the Treasury the sum of 
IL68, in accordance with the re- 
guiations, in order to get photo-- 
static copies of the record, and the 
issue was therefore reduced to 
whether this payment came within 
the meaning of “expenses certified 
by the Registrar to have been pro- 
perly incurred.”

But if the 
pleading in the appeal did not re- 
quire any reference to the evidence, 
then the litigant would not need a 
tramscript thereof and any expenses

198). 

In Israel, Justice Sussman con- 
tinued, where the antiquated system 
of Judge's handwritten notes is still 
practised (although the Civil Pro- 
cedure Rules allow the record to be 
taken in shorthand), the Supreme 
Court demands that reference be 
made to the exact place in the 
record where the evidence is noted 
down if counsel wishes to refer to 
such evidence. The consequence, 
therefore, is that counsel are com- 
pelled to acquire the record of the 
proceedings in the court of first 
instance, and if the most conve- 
nient way of acquiring the. record 
is by getting a photostatic copy of 
it, then the cost of this copy is a 
reasonable expense. The only excep- 
tion would be if the notes which 
have been photographed are irrele- 
vant to the issue under considera- 
tion in the appeal. As there had been 
no allegation to this effect in the 
present case, the expenditure of 
IL68 on photostatic copies of the 
record in question was a reasonable 
one and should be included in the 
assessment of costs.

I SRAELI choreographer and 

dancer, Domy Soffer-Reiter, now 
assistant director of an Irish ballet 
company, has come home on one 
of his periodic visits — this time 
for a special purpose. He is creating 
8 ballet on the theme of King David, 
“not the warrior or the king, 
but the lover,” he said. 


Be hes several original ideas not 
only about this ballet but about 
Israeli dance in general. “We are 
Semites,” he says. “We have Euro- 
pean influences of course and we 
need them for development and ex- 
pression, but we must retain our 
heritage. So I am basing my: ballet 
on Western techniques but the style 
is Semitic-Israeli. 

“Though we have no examples of 
the old music, we have the rhythm 
of the psalms. They suggest an 
approximate style of movement. I 
am from a religious family and the 
Bible ts near to me — Talmud too 
~- and I think we have an Israel 
form of dance. Martha Graham is 
American, the classical forms are 
European. A ballet entirely in their 
styles would not be Israeli.” 


FIRST HERE 

This is his first ballet for an 
Israeli company the Bat-Dor 
Dance Company. Though he has 
choreographed many ballets for the 
Irish and London Dance Theatres, 
and a series of ten for television, 
they have been only “vaguely” 
Israeli “I think dancers sbroad 
would find the style foreign but 
the Israeli dancers understand me,” 
he gave as his reason. 

Why does he live overseas if he 
feels so close to Israel and Israeli 
dance? “I left in 1960 because there 
was nothing worthwhile here. It 
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was before the Batsheva and Bat- 
Dor companies had started and 
brought many Israells back. Other 
companies too are now active. There 
was nothing for me then To make 
one’s Way abroad is not easy but 
I studied and worked. I have been 
choreographer, dancer, teacher but 
mot director before. Now I am 
learning this side too. But I have 
never really been away from Israel. 
I always come back — sometimes 
even twice a year. I am in constant 
touch, never really separated.” 


In his “David" ballet, Domy 
Soffer-Reiter said, he will express 
in dance David's relationship with 
the five women (out of his 29) 
whom he really loved — beginning 
with Michal and ending with the 
Shunamite. He spent three months 
in the British Museum in London 
reading up all he could, but he 
has drawn upon what he knows as 
an Israeli just as much. “I don't 
think any Israeli, even if he lives 
abroad, can ever feel away from the 
spirit of Israel" 


ALL ART FORMS 


Dance "is not the anly art which 
Domy Soffer-Reiter has studied and 
practised. After training in ballet 


‘ with Mia Arbatova and in drama 


with Fanny Lubitch in Tel Aviv, 
he went to Denmark where he 
studied with the principal teacher 
of the Royal Danish Ballet (Edith 
Fransden} and sculpture at the 
Royal Danish School of Art. 


Until he went to England, he 
danced in various Continental com- 
panies, then he joined the London 
Dance Theatre. For this and the 
Irish Theatre Ballet (of which he 
is now assistant director}, he has 
choreographed ballets and danced 
leading roles. He was also for a 
time a member of the Western

LOHAMEL HAGETAOT. — Several 
hundred from Russia 
last night held a memorial for the 
martyrs of Babi Yar at the Museum 
of Heroism, at this kibbutz of 
former ghetto fighters in Western 
Galilee. They marked the 30th an- 
niversary of the massacre at Babi 
Yar of over 70,000 Jews of Kiev 
by the Nezis and thelr Ukrainian 
helpers on Yom Kippur and the 
day after, September 29 and 30, 
1941, 

A telegram from eight Ktev Jews, 
with their full names and addresses, 
was received at the memorial as- 
sembly. The eight express their ap- 
preciation that ‘the martyrs of Kiev 
are being remembered in Israel and 
expressed their hope that next year 
they would all be in this country 
to mark the anniversary. 


In the museum, a corner was 
devoted to a small exhibition on 
Babi Yar, the site that marks one 
of the Nazi’s most infamous crimes. 


he says, “At Babi Yar there is no 
monument and no statue,” and that 
he feels himself a Jew as long 
2s a single anti-Semite survives in 
the U.S.B.R.
